They 
still want $5,000,000.. Yet the best opin- 
fon is that the house will agree between 
now and Saturdiy.

Ramsey county and St.Paul county came 


over early and worked hard for Lawler, 


and did some good work for their candi- 
date, who, in spite of reports to the con- 
trary, says that he will “stick. There is 
strong opposition to Lawler which was not 
confined to Hennepin county, the Minne- 
apolis county. 

Many of the country delegates were 
strong Wilson men, and hoped against hope 
all the evehing that he would allow his 
name to be used. It was learned, however, 
that Wilson came up for the expressed pur- 
pose of announcing that under no. condi- 
tions would he accept the nomination. He 
left. for home last night. 

When the convention was called to order 
at a quarter-past 12 o'clock ty Chairman 
Campbvrll, of the state committee, all of the 
delegates were in their seats. Alfred 
Jacques, of Duluth, was named by the state 
central committee for temporary chairman. 
The usual committees were appointed and a 
recess taken until 2:30 o'clock. . 

At the night session, Harry Hawkins, of 
Carton county, was nominated for lienten- 
ant governor by acclamation. For seere- 
tary of state, H. B. Martin, of Hennepin 
county, was presennes by a Ramsay county 
delegate, and another. delegate from that 
county, named Peter Nelson, of Goodhue 
county. Bnt the first named delegate later 
secomied Nelson’s nomination, stating that 
he had presente! Martin’s name, believing 
Hennepin county would unanimously en- 
dorse the nomination, but such had not 
been the case. Martin is the enndidate of 
the people’s party for the pleee, but m: ny 
of the delegates annouuced that they did 
not Want to support any vne hut 4 demo- 
ernt, and, before half the roll had been 
enlled, Hennepin county swung solidly to 
Nelson, and his nomination was made 
Ulf himors. 

The convention. met again at 3:45 o'clock 
p. m. and the temporary organization was 
made permanent. After a brief stxc x gle, it 
was decidedl to proceed to the ua. ya.ion 
of a e¢andidate for governor.

BOTH STILL CLAIM IT 


Bat the Returns Indicate That Jones Is 
Certainly Elected. 


EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE'S ESTIMATE 


.. The Legislature All Right. 


OTHER ESTIMATES SAY 10.000 MAJORITY 


Captain Kolb and His Olaims—He Says He 
Has the State—The Official Count 
Will Have to Settle It All. 


Montgomery, Ala., August 3.—(Special.) 
The returns coming in tonight from the 
election of Monday tend to place the ma- 
jority for Governor Jones at 20,000 or 
below, though the state executive commit- 
tee still claims that there is no reason 
to show that the majority will fall below | 
30,000, , 

Official and unofficial returns received 
by The Journal up to 8 o’clock tonight 
show that twenty-six counties give Jones 
majorities aggregating 33;734; twenty- 
six other counties give Kolb majorities 
aggregating 18,034; leaving an apparent 
net majority of 15,700 for Jones. These 
figures are subject to possible changes on 
the: official count of returns which will 
take place next Saturday in every county 


T@elve counties are yet to report; but 
it is estimated that their majorities will 
not affect the result one way or the 
other more than 5,000. The legislature 
is claimed by the state executive com- 
mittee, and Kolb’s people also claim it, 
and contend that many menibers elected 
in Jones counties are Kolb’s friends and 
alliancemen, while they claim every 
man in counties which they have carried. 
It will take a close canvass to settle this 
matter. : 

Captain Kolb Talks. ’ 

Captain Reuben F. Kolb, alliance can- 
didate for governor, said to your corre- 
spondent tonight: 

“T am confident of my election and that 
I have carried the white vote of the state 
by not less than 30,000 majority. TI hold 
that the small majority which my oppo- 
nent and his followers claim is based on 
a fradulent and stuffed vote in the black 
belt counties of the state. I claim. that on 
a fair and honest count ofthe vote as it 
was really cast in the black belt counties

The Caraval Santa Maria, an Exact. Imita- 
tion of Columbus's Vessel. 

Palos, August 3.—This’'fs the four hundredth 
anlive:sary of the day gm whick Columbus set 
sail from alos westward on his voyage of 
discovery, and the vities arranged here 
for celebrating the day were carried on with 
great success in spite @f the misty weather. 
At 6 o'clock, the hour @t which Columbus be- 
gan his voyage, the @arayal Santa. Maria, 
constructed in imitation of the véssel of that 
mame belonging, to the Columbus expedition, 
which had been lying Off the shore all night, 
set her sails for her p@ssage through lines of 
warships anchored outside the bar, but owing 
to the prevalence of a dead calm a line was 
run to her from a gunboat, and she was towed 
down the stream, followed by the Spanish 
fieet, all in single file. Minister of Marine 
Montigo was on board the warship Legaspi. 
The voyage down the river past the monas- 
tery of Lgrabida, on which buildings tlags of 
all the erican. stateé@ Were lying, to the 
bar oceupied about an’ hour. 

Outside the bar were moored vessels of the 
foreign squadron which bad come to take part 
in the celebration. ‘Thege vessels were formed 
in lines between which the Caraval passed 
amid thundering salute# and deafening cheers. 
The mist of smoke ‘from the guns niade it im- 
possible to watch the Maneuvers of the Car- 
aval, which followed: for some distance the 
route taken by Columbas four hundred years 
ago. Fifteen of the Spanish flotilla convoyed 
the Santa Maria severai miles to sea, and 
when the signal was given by the Spanish 
minister of marine for the vessels to return 
the Caraval was given @ farewell salute. The 
town of Huelva is crowded with visitors and 
ali buildings, private and. public, are gayly 
decorated.

TURBULENT SCENES AT HOMESTEAD 


When the Officers Took MeConnell 
and Dovey in Charge. 


THE TROOPS WITH FIXED BAYONETS 


Keep the Excited Crowd Back from the 
Train— Verdict of the Coroner’s Jury. 
“An Unlawful Assemblage.” 


Pittsburg, August 3.—The threatened 
suits against the Carnegie officials and the 
Pinkertons charging them with murder 
were begun this morning and warrants 
issued for the arrest of the defendants. 
At 11 o’clock Brennan Cox and Hugh 
Ross, prosecuting witnesses, went to Al- 


derman King’s office on the south side and , 


made information and the warrants were 
issued for Robert and William Pinkerton, 
heads of the Pinkerton agency, J. A. Pot- 
ter and G. A. Corey, superintendents at the 
works, and I‘rick, Lovejoy, Leishman and 
Curry, officials of the company, and sev- 
eral Pinkerton men. 
What Judge Ewing Said. 

This afternoon abont 3 o'clock Secretary 
Lovejoy, Vice President Leishman and 
Treasurer Curry, of the Carnegie company, 
appeared before Judge Ewing, ia the crinr 
inal court, and said they desired to surren 
der themselves on the charge of murder 
preferred by Hugh Ross. Judge Ewing re 
fused to hear an application »«r bail until 
the accused surrendered to Alderman King. 
The magistrate was sent for and after he 
had presented his docket a hearing was held. 
Leishman, Curry and Lovejoy waived the 
hearing, as did H. C. Frick, N. McConnell, 
James S. Dovey and Superintendent Potter, 
who were absent but represented Ly W. F. 
Patterson, their attorney. Frick, Lovejoy, 
Leishman and Curry were then ‘released on 
$10,000_ bail each and R. B. and A. W. 
Mellon Went on their bond. Hearings on the 
apovications of the others were postponed un- 
til tomorrow morning. 

Judge Ewing said: “This information is 
made by a man who himself is charged 
with murder, and is now on bail. It would 
have been better had it been made by some 
other person. I think, if the story in the 
newspapers is true, none of the men charged 
in the information can be held for murder, 
and certainly not in the first degree. The 
men on the barges were there legally and 
the others were there illegally. There is 
no equality between these two parties. It 
is not very material who began the shooting. 
The men in the barges had the iight to use 
all necessary force to maintain their right- 
ful possession of the property. If there is 
a case here, I will hear it, but you must 
show me some wilful and uncalled for kill- 
ing. One of these crowds was «a mob; the

Dovey and McConnell were arrested at 
Homestead by Constable Stewart and 
brought to Pittburg, but up to a Jate hour 
tonight the trio had not reached the jail. 
It is probable that they will remain in the 
custody of the constable and present theni- 
selves at court in the morning. 

More Exciting Scenes. 

Homestead, Pa., August 3.—The arrests 
of Yardmaster Dovey and superintendent 
of the open hearth department No 2, Me- 
Connell, on the charge of murder, this after- 
noon, were attended by turbulent scenes, 
necessitating the interference of the militia 
and the additional arrest of a striker. It 
was 2 o'clock when the constables reached 
Homestead with the warrants. Dovey and 
McConnell were found at the mill and were 
taken tg their residences, where they donned 
street suits. In the meantime, rumors cf 
prospective arrests spread through the town 
and hundreds of the locked-out and strikirg 
mill men gathered at the different stations. 
At Munhall the crowd numbered about two 
hundred. The train is due there at 4:05 
o'clock and about a minute before *t was 
to come the constables and their prigoners 
appeared. This was the signal for a great 
shout of exultation and the crowd surged 
around the station door as the pris-mers v. ere 
hurried into it. A patrol of militia strove 
to keep back the nen antl wera sided by a 
few deputy sheriffs. The train was twenty 
minutes late, how»ver, and every im'nute 
the crowd increased, while m:ttered threats, 
especially against Dovey, were plainly to 
be heard. . 

As the time passed, the crowd became 
more turbulent and word was hastily sent 
to Provost Marshal Lieutenant Mechling.

THE WALKING DELEGATE. 
Contractors of New York Will Make « 
Fight on Him. 

New York, August 3.—It is announced 
that the builders and building contractors 
of this city have joined hands with the 
Building Material Dealers’ Association in 
the struggle going on between the associa- 
tion and building trades union. Henceforth 
they will employ only such men as are 
not subject to the orders of walking dele- 
giutes. 

That such a plan was in contemplation 
and would eventually be carried into effect 
was intimated some time ago. The build- 
ers were at that time reluctant to adopt 
the plan. They said that it would mean 
a complete revolution in the building trade. 
It would take at least a year for the new 
men to become acquainted with the business, 
which would mean a great loss of money 
to them. Since the walking delegates have 
ordered strikes ou nearly : every | building 
in the city, however, they have decided 
that such a step was the only means for 
averting similar trouble in the future. 
Against union men themselves the builders 
and ‘contractors say they have’ no hostile 
feeling. It is to free themselves from 
what they term the wanton caprice of 
walking delegates that they have resolved 
upon this undertaking. For the past two 
years they declare they have been made 
to suffer as the medium of attack on other 
trades, where the real trouble lay. They 
have accordingly determined to employ: in 
the future only. such union men as will 
agree not to obey the orders of walking 
delegates and fil, the remaining vacancies 
with non-union men. 

As a refusal of union men to obey the 
delegates’ orders’ would ‘be tantamount to 
withdrawing their allegiance from the un- 
ion, it is likely that for a time at least, the

of freight against her, her trade and manu- 
facturing interests amount to More than doubie 
of those in ay city in these five estates, which 
facts go far to prove that her natural advan- 
tages entitle Her to bécome the leading empo- 
rium of trade and manufactures in these five 
states, with the prospect at no distant day, if 
properly and wisely fayored by the lines of 
transportation, to conmpare favorably with 
some of our eastern and western emporiums 
of trade and 
within the territory of these five states at 
least $100,000,000 now annually contributed 
to the protits and growth of those eastern and 
western emporiums, For, let us reason as we 
may, the chief, wealth, prosperity and great- 
ness of a country cluster around, and are in- 
timately connected with, large and flourish- 
ing towns, which also furnish the best mar- 
kets and points of profitable exchange for the 
adjacent territory and people. is not Boston 
the center of wealth rity for all 
New England? And are not the people more 
ptosperous than they would be without hos- 
ton? And does not this course of reasoning 
apply with equal force to every large city and 
the adjacent territory? Most assuredly it 
does. And are not all these cities in the en- 
joyment of low long rates of transportation? 
And is it not also true that if these advan- 
tages could be taken from any one of them its 
business would soon dry up and its manufac- 
tures decay? 

But again, ts it not also true that Atlanta 
occupies the only position in these five states 
where an emporium of trade comparabie with 
those of the east and west can be bullt up and 
established, and that uniess it is bullt up and 
established here we can never have such an 
emporium within the territory of these five 
states? And is it not also true that such an 
emporium would be of vast benet to all the 
railroads in these five states, and that with- 
out it some of them-must soon go to the wall? 
The truth is large cities and the Dest inter- 
ests of the railroads are inseparable. ‘heir 
interests are reciprocal and inseparable, while 
without a liberal apd far-reacuing policy on 
the part of the railroads both they and the 
community must suffer loss. 

But, to go a little farther into details, to 
show that the railroads have a deep interest 
in favoring and encouraging the growth of this 
city, we may oObserye that notwithstanding 
heavy discriminations in, the rates of freight 
against Atlanta, her trade in the dry gouds 
line, both wholesale and retail, probably ex- 
ceeds that of any. other three cities in these 
five states. ‘The tobacco, snuff and cigar 
trade, which are not much affected by rates 
of freight, is also very large, and here, too, 
the traffic in jewelry, piate and other valua- 
bles is very large. d there is probably 
more office and agency business transacted in 
Atlanta than in all the other cities of this ter- 
ritory. Here, too, mearly all the insurance 
companies. of America and KMurope have head, 
quarters. All the proprietary and patent 
medicines have headquarters or agents in this 
city. There are more lawyers and doctors 
here than in any other southern city. And we 
here find more educational institutions and 
more pupils who come here for educational 
purposes than in amy othef three cities in 
these five states, We aiso have here the lar- 
gest interior cotton market of the south, and 
also the largest live steck market in the south 
These two branches of traffic have grownh 
enormously, because Atianta is at the right 
point for such business and because it 
ig too troublesome and expensive 
for the railroads to scatter the traffic of 
products among the smaller towns. We have 

ere ample banking capital for all purposed, 
and these facts and ‘mpny others might be 
mentioned to clearly and foreibly demonstrate 
one it Aa mes the best interests o “om i ~ 
Oo foster . 4 or this 
city by all legitimate -m and espedially. 
BP giving her busin me d manufacturers 
the lowest practicable rates of freight instead 
of squeezing and grinding out of them unjust- 
ly one-half-a million or more dollars per an- 
num in unjust discriminations. 

It is on account of this unjust and unwise 
policy on the part of the railroads that thou- 
sands of our most active and enterprising 
young men emigrate to other cities and sec- 
tions of country to help build up and make 
up the $100,000,000 of gain to them and loss 
to our section of*country and people. 

But the greatest damage to the business tm 
this city comes from discriminations in freight 
against grain, and all sorts of provisions, 
which roll through this city to the amount of 
a thousand carloads a day, and is scattered 
to almost a8 many towns, villages and hamlets 
at lower rates of freight than are given to 
Atlanta. By this means almost all the en- 
tire jobbing business, in these products has 
been broken up in our midst, and the peopie 
generally compelled ta purchase them at retail 
prices. Every dealer. in these articles will 
tell you that their trade in these products has 
been curtailed to within fifty miles of this 
city by this unjust and unwise policy on the 
part of the railroads, and that in some cases 
smaller towns can send these articles for sale 
to within twenty miles.of Atlanta. 

In 1890 Atlanta and her suburbs contained 
about seventy thousand people, and they now 
contain about eighty thousand, comprising a 
town quite too small and disproportionate for 
a central point of eleven or twelve converging 
main trunk lines, As shown by an article 
written by Myself a year or two ago, the 
outgoing and incoming. freight of Atlanta 
amounted to fully $5,000,000 per annum, and 
that the amount wrongfully squeezed and 
wrenched from the city of Atlanta amounted 
to about five hundred thousand dollars. 

But now let us suppose that by fair and 
equitable rates of freight Atlanta would so 
prosper as to contain 150,000 people in five 
years from now, then the incoming and out- 
going freights at fair and equitable rates 
would amount to $10,000,000 per annum, a 
net gain of at least $4,000,000 per annum to 
the railroads, or gg a more than they 
gain by these unjust discriminations which 
kd oe the growth of this young and enter- 
prising city. 

But, say some timid people, what are you 
going to do about this matter? Are not ail 
our railroads in the hands of northern eapital- 
ists, who have inflated their stocks and bonds, 
and want and will have immediate and large 
dividends and will use such means as they 
please to obtain them? 

I answer, they are all reasonable men. 

Let us, therefore, call a meeting of the citi- 
gens of Atlanta, including real estate holders, 
lawyers and doctors ag well as merchants. 

Let this meeting fo @ permanent organiza- 
tion to call other meetings and appoint a com- 
mittee consisting in part of real estate owners, 
lawyers_and doctors, as well as merchants, 
whose duty it shall be to consult with the 
railroad authorities and come to an agreement 
with them, if ble, on this freight business. 

Let us Be tion the state legislature to 
give the te railroad commission authority 
and powes.. to prohibit unjust discrimination 
in rates of freight between our own citizens 
and our own localities, whether the freight is 
shipped from within or beyond the limits: of

But It Seems to Be in a Bad Mix—The 
| Albany Convention of August 17th 
! Will Untangle the Situation. 


Thomasville, Ga., Angust 3.—(Special.)— 
The transfer of Lowndes and Brooks, which 
Jatter was Hon. Henry G. Turner’s home 
~gounty, to’ the new district, gave the second 
“Gistrict’s former congressman to the elev- 
tenth and left the old second as practically 
‘pew fighting ground. 
-« The district alliance, through chosen rep- 
resentatives, held a convention in Cuthbert 
on February 22d. with the avowed purpose 
of endorsing a candidate for congress. Pre- 
vious to the meeting of this convention 
Colonel CC. B. Wooten, of Albany; Hon. 
R. G. Mitchell, of Thomasvige, and Judge 
Jim Guerry. of Dawson, were candidates 
for the nomination by primaries before the 
democratic party of the district. 

Hon. O. B. Stevens, of Dawson, himself a 
member of the alliance, attended the Cuth- 
hert convention, in which all the counties 
of the district were represented, with the 
exception of Berrien, with the avowed in- 
tention, of giving his support to Juige 
Guerry, but was himself unexpectedly nom- 
fated by the alliance as their candidate, 
and recommended to the democratic 
party of the — district. This con 
vention issued an address to the demo 
eratic voters of the district, urging them to 
support Stevens in the primaries to be held 
fm ench county and placing him before the 
people as a democrat. 

Shortly after the meeting of the Cuthbert 
eonvention, a primary was held in Terrell 

~ eounty and Stevens was endorsed. This 
led to Judge Guerry’s withdrawal from the 
race, which was followed soon after by that 
of Hon. Rt. G. Mitchell. It is well to state 
here that the three candidates—Mitchell, 

Wooten and Guerry—all received votes in 

the alliance convention, although none of 

them mgel to that organization. 

Colone#™ Wooten still remained in the race 
and took the stump through the district, 
until his health failed him at a eritical point 
in the campaign, and he was unable to fill 
appointment after appointment which he had 
made. For these reasons he decided to 
withdraw, which he did in the latter part 
of June, and upon his withdrawal Hon. 
Ben E. Russell, editor of The Bainbridge 
Democrat, announced himself as a candi- 
date, subject to the democratic primaries 
or recommended by the district executive 
committee, to be held on the 30th of July. 

Since entering the race, Mr. Russell has 
shown himself an active campaigner, and 
in company with Colonel W. M. Hammond, 
of Thomasville, and Colonel W. N. Spence, 
of Camilla, made a thorough tour of the 
entire district, stumping it in the interest of 
his candidacy. Mr. Stevens’s mo2thods were 
more quiet, his work being conducted in a 
great measure by using circulars te con- 
gervative alliancemen and democrats all over 
the district. He announced himself straight- 
out as a democrat and subject to the dem- 
ocratic primaries, but the fact that a good 
many of the alliancemen went to the third 
party has to a great extent prejudiced his 
candidacy, as he drew the bulk of his sup- 
port from the alliance. 

A great many of the counties in the dis- 
trict considered the action of the district 
executive committee in recommending that 

_ all the counties hold their primaries on July 
wUth too mandatory and refused to abide 
by it. Accordingly, primaries were held by 
order of the reguiar county committees in the 
counties of Clay, Marly, Randolph, Quitman, 
dhomas and Worth previous to the day ap- 
appointed by the district committee. Other 
counties abided by the recommendation of 
the district executive committee. An excep- 
tion was made of Terrell, as it had ordered 
and held its primary previous to the meeting 
of the district committee. The consequence 
Was that in these six counties in which 
primaries had been held primaries were 
again held by the Russell contingents last 

Suturday, July 30th, in accordance with 

the recommendation of the district com- 
mittee. se 

The consequence of such action will be 
refully seen. ‘These six eounties will 
send in contesting delegations, and it 

will be left for the committee on credentials 

to decide which delegates are to ve stated. 

. iighteen votes are necessary to election, 

Of the six counties which it was thought 

would have contesting delegations, two have 
ce ee off the list, Quitman being conceded 
to Stevens and in Worth the county execu- 

tive committee reorganized and ordered a 

new primary according to the recommenda- 
tion of the district committee, and the vote 
of the county went to Russell. 

Only four counties, therefore, are left in 
the doubtful column with contesting dele- 

ations—Clay, Thomas, Randolph and Ear- 
y¥—and it will take the votes ot all uf these 
to nominate Stevens, as there are 34 votes 
in the entire district, and 17 and a fraction 
are required for nomination. 

The Stevens men claim all these doubtful 
counties, as it is said they voted in accord- 
ance with the orders of the regular county 
executive Committees, and were in no way 
bound by the action of the district execu- 
tive committee, which recommended a cer- 
tain day for the holding of primaries in all 
the counties. 

The Russell men, on the other hand, claim 
that the primaries held -m July sUtn were 
the only legal primaries and that as they

Some of its organs are 
getting into quite a little flutter, but we 
may be sure that the speculative element 
which controls Wall street is perfectly 
happy. When trouble is impending Wall 
street is in its glory.

Several Presidents and General Mana. 
gers in Town. 


A SECRET MEETING WAS HELD. 


Somebod} Was Being Hauled Over the 
Coals, and It Was Said to Be 
the West Point. 


A mysterious meeting of railroad men 
was held in Atlanta yesterday. 

The high officials dropped in from every 
direction. Milton H. Smith, president of 
the Louisville and Nashville, who is look- 
ed on as the heavyweight among railroad 
men in ‘the south, came down over the West- 
ern and Atlantic. He was accompanied 
by First Vice President Stuart R. Knott, 
his brainy and handsome right bower. These 
gentlemen traveled as ordinary passengers 
in a Pullman. On the same train was 
President John W. Thomas, of the Nasb- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. Mr. 
Thomas came in his private car. He was 
accompanied by his son, John W., Jr., the 
assistant general manager, and J. H. Am- 
brose, secretary and treasurer. 

Colonel C. 'H. Phinizy, president of the 
Georgia road and of the Atlanta and West 
Point and the Western railway of Alabama, 
and General Manager Green, of the 
Georgia, arrived on the morning train from 
Augusta. Receiver H. M. Comer and 
Traffic Manager Shellman, of the Central; 
General Manager Lane and Traffic Mana- 
ger A. C. Knapp, of the Georgia Southern 
and Florida, all came in early in the day. 

The officials are secretive, rather, and 
would not talk much about their mission 
here. Indeed, some of them said they were 
surprised to find so many others here. At 
one time or another during the day, mostly 
at one and the same time, all of these rail- 
roaders called at the office of General Man- 
ager Tyler, of the Atlanta and West Point 
and the Western of Alabama. Captain 
Tyler’s office is on the seventh floor of the 
Equitable. 

It leaked out that the Atlapta and West 
Point was being “hauled over the coals, 
as one railroad man expressed it. 

It all seems to have been about the Geor- 
ia Southern and Florida’s lumber traffic. 
The Louisville and Nashville took one po 
sition and the Central another. These two 
roads contro] the Georgia by lease and the 
Georgia owns a large block of the Atlanta 
and West Point’s stock. In dividing this 
stock under the lease there was au 
share which the Louisville and Nashville 
got. There was a question about voting 
the joint holding of stock and the report got 
cut that there was a big wrangle on, but 
this was denied later. How the matter 
came out no one would say. 

Then the officials had a conference with 
Commissioner Stahlman, of the Southern 
Railway and Steamship Association, about 
the association’s future. Those who have 
signed the agreement for another year say 
that the association will not be broken up. 


DENVER RATES UT. 


A Large Slice Was Taken Off from the 
Round Trip Tickets Last Night. 


A cut was announced in the passenger 
rate from Atlanta to Denver last night. 
This is on account of the Knights Templar 
business.

ind He Was Caught Robbing a House 
in Broad Daylight. 


HE BOLDLY FACED THE OFFICERS 


With a Drawn Pistol—One of the Worst 
of the Hobos in the Lockup—An 
.Officor’s Adventure. 


One of the very worst types of hobos, a 
young white fellow with many aliases, and 
one of the hangers-on around old Mrs. 
Bone’s, indulged in thoughtful reflection in 
the city prison last night. 

When he was arrested a tragedy was 
narrowly averted, as he came at the officer 
with a drawn gun in his hand. 

The hobo in question is Charles Myers, 
alias Charles Jackson, alias Charley Ham- 
ilton and many other aliases. 

He is a young white fellow about twenty 
years old, and has been hauging around the 
city doiug nothing for several weeks. He 
makes his headquarters on Rirodes street 
near old Mrs. Bone’s, and not long ago when 
the establishment of the latter was raided 
and pulled by the officers he was one among 
the number that was run in. He got out 
of the affair at the time and continued to 
loiter about his old Rhodes street haunts. 

Yesterday afterngon just before 2 o'clock 
a telephone message was received at the 
police station to the effect that a burglar 
was ransacking a residence at 534 Court- 
land avenue in broad daylight. ‘ 

Call Man Beavers responded and on reach- 
ing the place he found it to be the home of 
a Mr. Crosby, whose family is away for 
the summer. He heard the burglar’s foot- 
steps on the inside moving about. Calling 
to Major W. F. Slaton, who resided next 
door, to stand guard at the front door Officer 
Beavers went back to the rear. He tried 
the rear doors, but found them fast. The 
burglar hati locked himself in. The burglar 
discovered the ofticer’s presence in the rear 
of the house and he made a rush for the 
front door to escape that way. — 

As he rushed out he held a. pistol aloft in 
his right hand, but found himself faced -by 
Call Man Beavers and Major Slaton, ‘both 
with drawn revolvers. Colonel Reuben 
Arnold, who lives across the street, had 
also come over and the burglar had tliree 
men to contend with. 

He dropped his gun and surrendered. — 

Officer Beavers at once recognized his 
prisoner as Charles Myers, one of the hobo 
gang. Myers claimed that the pistol was 
not his own, that he had picked it up inside 
the house to defend himself against the 
officer. 

At the police station it was learned that 
Myers is badly wanted by the Savannah po- 
lice, and that a reward of $50 had been 
offered for his arrest. He is charged with 
having stolen some horses from a policeman 
and other crimes. 

The officers believe Myers to be a hard 
case. He will probably be sent »ack to 
Savannah. Some rings recognized as be- 
ing stolen property were found in Myers’s 
possession. i
